To Alleviate 
Soil Drifting 


The dock workers strike in Bri¬ 
tain which started in September 
has brought a group of London 
housewives into the picture offer¬ 
ing to unload ships in order to get 
food rations into circulation. 


ALSTON 


R. J. Milligan, district agricul¬ 
turist, writes: 

“On a recent trip from Blackie 
east through Arrowwood, Milo tc 
Cluny, I saw large fields of sum- 
merfailow completely devoid of 
any trash or cover crop. This same 
farm land has blown Or drifted be¬ 
fore as the piles of soil along the 
fence lines Wilt testify. 

“The officials of the Dominion 
Experimental Farm at Lethbridge 
are quite alarmed over the possi¬ 
bilities of a serious drifting prob¬ 
lem this winter and next spring. 
The possibilities of such a calam¬ 
ity were so great that a conference 
was held at Lethbridge to discuss 
the best ways at our disposal to 
counteract and prevent such a hap¬ 
pening. This small item has been 
written to caution farmers to be 
prepared to take immediate action 
to alleviate soil erosion. 

“Perhaps some farmer in the 
area covered in my trip has failed 
to read previous warnings and the 
repetition of recommended pallia¬ 
tive measures are again outlined. 

“Remove the feet or cultivator 
shanks leaving only those that 
will make a listed furrow every 4 
or 4’4 feet apart. On the shanks 
remaining' place an irrigation 
shovel and operate these shovels 
approximately 4 inches deep. 
Where.there are long hillside®, the 
farmer should list around the hill 
or hollqyv a contour pattern so that 
any run-off will lodge in the listed 
fur-ows. 

A “Tiller Combine” can alco bu 
used to list bare summerfallow. 
This can best be done by removing 
all the blades but the last one 
which makes a furrow for the rea, 
furrow wheel. Then replace two or 
three blades with spools between 
to get the correct spacing 4 to 4*4

100 to 60%, Although it is maintained that this is 
purely a war tax and should not be continued after 
the war, thp present concession will permit some ex¬ 
pansion and building for the future. 

A tax change which should bring beneficial result 
to the consumer is the removal of 8% sales tax on 
machinery of production. Mr. Ilsley also stressed the 
importance of discontinuing the war exchange tax 
of 10% on all imports from non-Empire countries. 
He believes this to be a necessary step in changing 
/iom a war market to non-war market, and in en¬ 
couraging primary producers and industrialists to 
re-equip and modernize their plants. 

In his budget speech Mr. Ilsley stated that he was 
trying to steer a course between the rocks of lost 
incentive and the whirpool of inflation. Every re¬ 
duction which has been announced bespeaks caution, 
but an effort to move in the right direction. There 
have actually been more reductions made than any 
forecasts indicated. 

But people who object to continuance of nuisance 
taxes, which bring in huge revenues, still prote&T 
paying 13 cents for a 5 cent package of cigar^h 
papers. They also speak of tax on gasoline, soft 
drinks and amusements as due for removal. But af¬ 
ter all such indulgences are in the “take it or leave 
it” class, of less consequence than the tax removals 
upon which progress industrially is based.

In one respect High River is un¬ 
changed. Queer things happen in 
this burg that never seem to hap¬ 
pen anywhere else, although no one 
there seems to think them out of 
the ordinary.

Far¬ 
mers should be encouraged to look 
after their own needs either by 
taking special precautions in sav¬ 
ing seed and feed from their own' 
crop or by endeavoring to obtain 
their requirements from neighbor¬ 
ing farms or by trucking from ad¬ 
jacent districts. If,, however, the 
district has not enough seed and 
it- will become necessary to ship 
seed into the district, aii estimate 
of the required amount should be 
made known to the Department of 
Agriculture ’without deray. There 
is no intention of providing a seed 
relief program. The policy would 
be to make seed available at a 
reasonable price on a cash basis 
unless a municipality wished to 
provide assistance on its own be¬ 
half. 

Because of the urgency of the 
demand for oats and barley, as has 
beerf mentioned' previously, the re¬ 
quirements of the district should 
be made known in order that if it 
is necessary to ship seed in, there 
will still be supplies available.

Because of drought, hail and 
frost' there will be shortages of 
seed and feed grains in many dis¬ 
tricts of the province. The south¬ 
eastern section also reports inade¬ 
quate hay and roughage to carry 
livestock. _.. 

While it is in the interest of far¬ 
mers and feeders for themselves to 
make^ provision for seed, feed and 
hay, the municipality, the Service 
Board and the Department of Ag¬ 
riculture have a responsibility in 
urging preparedness on \he part of 
each and every one who . has not 
produced sufficient crop for his 
own needs. The coarse grain sit¬ 
uation is exactly in reverse from 
a year ago, at many points eleva¬ 
tors are practically empty, there 
is an excessive demand for ship¬ 
ment of grain to other countries,

Budget Shows 
Tax Reductions 


Hon. J. L. Ilsley has announced 
the first peace-time budget and a 
number of the reductions announc¬ 
ed will be effective at once. 

Personal income tax is to be cut 
16% effective October It This will 
mean a 4% reduction for the bal¬ 
ance of 1945, and 16% in 1946. Eiti- ( 
ployers will continue till the end of 
the year to make tax deductions 
from employees’ pay at the same 
n rate as in the past, but the em¬ 
ployee will get the. benefit when 
the income tax is filed in April. It 
will be found that practically 100% 
of tax liability for has been 
paid. Then the i6% deduction 
starts Jan. 1. There will be no gen¬ 
eral refunding of the refundable 
part of income tax collected in 
1942-44. Refunds on 1942 collect¬ 
able must be paid by March, 1948, 
and those on 1944-tax- by March, 
1950. It might be paid earlier, but 
not v at present because of inflation¬ 
ary tendencies. 

The 100% excess profits tax has 
been reduced to 60%, and the 20% 
refundable portion of excfcss tax 
abolished. 

Income tax relief is promised 
for contributors and recipients of 
annuities. 

100% tax is imposed on profits 
from purchase of Alberta bonds 
bought between Jan. 31, 1945 and 
Aug. 7, 1945. 

Machinery and apparatus of pro¬ 
duction is removed from the sales 
tax list effective now. 

The war exchange tax of 10% on 
imports from non-Empire coun¬ 
tries has been discontinued. 

floods brought in from U.S.A. by 
tourists up to $100 are exempt 
from sales tax. 

Minimum standard profits for 
excess tax purposes are increased 
for all firms with less than $25,000 
standard. 

There 'has been revision of the 
succession duties tax. 

Revenue will be reduced by 300 
million through the tax reductions. 

About 45% of Canada’s war ex¬ 
penditures were covered by current 
revenue. 

Individual Canadians have liquid 
savings amounting to 914 billion.

Canada Starts 
Bacon Campaign 

Tifit shipments of Canadian ba¬ 
con now are being made as the 
opening round in a new campaign 
to retain the United Kingdom'mar¬ 
ket, for the Dominipn product. 

Forty-five bales of mild-cure ba¬ 
con are being shipped, milder and 
less, salty than the high grade 
bacon required by British authori¬ 
ties during the war years when it 
was necessary to have bacon keep 
in good quality for up to four or 
five months, allowing for convoyed 
Atlantic voyage, slow transport in 
Biitain add distribution difficulties. 

Canadian authorities have felt 
that high-cure bacon, which was 
accepted and appreciated in the 
United Kingdom, still did not show 
Canadian bacon at its best. 

Millions of pounds of mild-cure 
bacon cannot be shipped until the 
change is approved by Britain, 
more speedy ships are available 
and Canadian plants revise their 
curing procedure. But Canadian 
sources are confident that the test 
Shipments are of immense value at 
Danish bacon, enjoying a geo¬ 
graphical advantage with high- 
cure unnecessary, now is return¬ 
ing to the British market. 

The Canadians also hope soon it 
will be possible to launch a drive 
publicizing Dominion bacon. One 
step hoped fpr is the relaxation of 
packing restrictions so Canadian 
packers will be able to sell the pro¬ 
duct in Jhe United Kingdom with 
a cover showing the origin. «

To Prevent Fire 
In Farm Homes 

It may be of interest to know 
that farm fire losses amounted to 
over $3,000,000 in Canada last 
year in nearly 2500 fires and that 
during the last ten years such los¬ 
ses amounted' to nearly $29,000,000 
in 41,000 fires. 

Records show that there are 
eight major causes of farm fires. 
These may be listed as follows: de¬ 
fective chimneys and -flues, sparks 
on combustible roofs, lightning, 
spontaneous ignition, matches, 
gasoline or kerosene, heating 
equipment and electrical wiring. 
Threshing operations are another 
hazard. All these causes may be 
eliminated by the application of 
ordinary fire prevention principles. 

Much can be done to reduce the 
hazards of a conflagration by prop¬ 
er spacing of farm buildijips. Far¬ 
mers as a rule being pretty well 
isolated should provide some form
